Colorado was listed next at 22 per- 
cent.

The biggest 
decline, ll percent, would-bc-in 
Rhode Island and Vermont, followed

■ States have known since plans for. 
overhaul of the federal income tax 
system were being discussed In Con- 
gress that the changes could trigger 
aramatlc consequences in their 
state revenues because of the way 
slates lie their taxes to the federal 
code. 

Some stales. Including New York 
and Maryland, arc considering ma- 
jor tax reductions to compcosaic tor 
the federal tax changes. Some of the 
tax-loss states are also taking steps 
tochangc. 

The commission’s report provides 
a specific percentage estimate for 
nearly every slate based on projec*- 
tions of 1986 income -and fully 
phascd-ln effects of the new lax 
laws. 

Carolyn Lynch, author of the 
report, sold the estimates were bas- 
ed on the assumption that states 
_will conform to the new tax law as

NEW YORK — James "Bonecrusher” Smith shocked Tim 
Witherspoon in one round Friday night and then wondered, “Who’s

"Tyson is a hard pun- 
cher,” Smith said. "He 
hasn't been in the ring with 
a big hitter like me. 1 have 
lo hit him early with some 
good shots to slow him 
down." 

That big right In the open- 
/Tng seconds slowed down 
Witherspoon, who . could . 
have lost even sooner. With 
the fight less than a minute 
old, Smith hit Witherspoon 
with a combination and he 
went down to one knee. But 
Witherspoon got up so fast 
that referee Luis Rivera 
didn't sec It and didn't call It a knockdown. 

There was no doubt about the other three knockdowns. 

"Witherspoon is a good fighter, but his mind was on too many 
other things," Smith said. 

Witherspoon spent most of the week complaining about past 
fight purses with promoter Don Ktng and trying lo get out ol his 
manager's contract with King’s son, Carl. 

"I have no excuses." Witherspoon said. “He got me good. He’s 
good fighter.” 

The third knockdown came with 48 seconds left In the opening 
round, and when Witherspoon hit the canvas, Rivera stopped the 
fight. 

Smith, who got his second title chance' when Tony Tubbs 
withdrew, claiming an injured left shoulder, came out firing, and 
Witherspoon never had a chance to adjust. ' 

Smith, who says he Is about 31, charged off his stool and hit 
Witherspoon with a right hand..Smith.tbcn.nallcd away for 30 se- 
conds before he fell down. 

Smith stormed back to the attack and landed a right that put 
Witherspoon down to one knee. Witherspoon got up so quickly, that 
Rivera didn't notice he was down and failed to call It a knockdown. 
_Smilh_thcn scored a knockdown with a left-right to the head. 

Rivera said after the fight the thrcc-knockdown rule was in ef- 
fect, 

Witherspoon got up quickly and took a mandatory eight count,'- 
but went down moments later after a right to the head. Again he 
rose quickly.—' ....... . — 

Smith then became champion by knoqltlng Witherspoon down for 
the third time with a right lo the head. Rivera quickly waved a 
hall to the bout. 

During the short time the bout lasted Smith landed 28 of 59 pun- 
ches and Witherspoon, looking heavy, landed only seven punches. 

Smith, 228’.i>, of Lillington, N.C., had lost a 12-round decision to 
Witherspoon on June 15. 1985, when Witherspoon was the North 
American Boxing Federation heavyweight champ.
